Sirhan Not 
Sorry and 
Hat Proud

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Sir* 


han Blshara Sirhan says he's 
"not sorry, but not proud" of 
having killed Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy and claims the details 
of the assassination are a blank 
In his mind. 


The defense said Thursday It 


had 17 more witnesses to present 
to the jury for first degree mur« 
der for the slaying early on June 
5. 1968. 
Sirhan's 3'/2 days in the wit« 


ness stand became more a fo« 
rum for invective against Jews 
and Zionism than an explana* 
tion of why he killed the presi- 
dential aspirant he claimed to 
love and admire. 


"I don't remember," Sirhan 


kept saying when questioned 
about the murder or about the 
notebooks In which he wrote of 
his plans to kill the senator. 


"Are you glad he's dead?" 


asked 
Lynn D. Compton, the 


prosecutor. 


"No, sir," said Sirhan, "I'm 


not glad." 


"Are you sorry." 
"No, sir, I'm not sorry, but 


not proud of it either because I 
have no exact knowledge of hav- 
ing killed him." 


Except for the times when the 


subject of Jews or Zionism was 
brought 
up, Sirhan 
testified 


calmly. But he fidgeted, toyed 
with the microphone cord and 
appeared to be concentrating on 
defense attorney Grant B. Coop- 
er leaning against the rail half- 
way across the room. 


Sirhan told of having some gin 


drinks at a post-election party 
in the Ambassador Hotel and, 
"feeling quite high," going to 
his car where he had left the 
,22-caliber revolver he had used 
on a gunnery range that after- 
noon. 


But, he said, he felt too drunk 


to drive: returned to the hotel to 
find some coffee, and didn't re- 
member picking up the gun. 


"As a result of what has hap- 


pened, you know you must have 
picked it up," said Cooper. 


"I must have sir." 
Sirhan said he poured himself 


coffee from a big urn and was 
talking with a pretty girl. 


"What happened next? 
"I don't remember." 
"What was the next thing you 


did?" 


"The next think I remember, 


si*, I was being choked." , rv 
After Kennedy was shot,''fol- 


lowing a speech proclaiming his 
victory in the California Demo- 
cratic Presidential primary, Sir- 
han was subdued by a half doz- 
en members of Kennedy's party 
and hotel personnel. 


Compton asked Sirhan wheth- 


er he had any recollection pre- 
viously of having blacked out. 


"No, sir,"saidSirhan. 
The defense claims Sirhan has 


had blackout spells since his 
childhood in war-torn Jordan. 


"As a matter of fact, except 


for this night at the Ambassador 
hotel, you have never had any 
experience where you couldn't 
remember the things that you 
have done or had any periods 
like that?" Compton asked. 


"No, sir. There are some 


things that I couldn't remem- 
ber," Sirhan replied. "I don't 
remember 
those 
notebooks, 
sir." 


Sirhan said his love for Ken- 


nedy turned to hate when he 
learned of the New York sena- 
tor's long-standing support of Is- 
rael in the Mid-east crisis.

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Nixon Suffers First 
let back lil Refusal to 
Change Debt Ceiling

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presl* 


dent Nixon has been dealt the 
first legislative setback of his 
slX'weekold administration- re- 
fusal by the House Ways &nd 
Means 'Committee to refigure 
the national debt Ceiling as he 
requested, 


Instead of a redefined limit 


giving the Treasury $17 billion 
in new borrowing power, the 
committee approved Thursday 
a temporary $12 billion In- 
crease. 


It 
will 
get the Treasury 


through some tight squeezes an- 
ticipated for next month and 
late summer. But in political 
terms it means the new admin- 
istration will have to come back 
to 
the 
Democratic-controlled 


Congress early in 1970toaskfor 
another increase and face quiz- 
zing on its economy record. 


The 
arrangement 
Nixon 


sought was expected to postpone 
debt limit problems at least two 
years and possibly indefinitely. 
In the past, Republicans have 
teamed with conservative Dem- 
ocrats to keep Democratic ad- 
ministrations returning annual- 
ly to Congress when they want- 
ed to raise the ceiling. 


The present limit is $365 bil- 


lion. The committee approved a 
$12 billion increase through 
June 30, 1970. 


Nixon had proposed a rear- 


rangement of the debt subject to 
limitation that would have re- 
sulted in a $300 billion ceiling, 
while at the same time giving 
the Treasury the additional $17 
billion borrowing authority. 


While the Ways and Means 


Committee took no formal votes 
on the issue, the Democratic 
majority was understood to be 
heavily against the Nixon pro-

The two bills and the sales 


tax Increase represent about 
$63 million of the total sought 
by the governor. So far, the 
legislature has raised about $2 
million in new taxes. 


The Senate did pass and send 


to the House Thursday a bill 
to Impose a 15 per cent tax on 
tobacco products such as chew- 
Ing tobacco. The bill, which 
had been amended earlier to 
exclude snuff, passed on a 26-4 
vote although Sen. Guy H. 
"Mutt" Jones of Conway said 
the tax was a nuisance that the 
state collected at one time but 
abandoned as worthless. 


The Senate struck the emer- 


gency clause on the sales tax 
bill to prepare for the possibili- 
ty that it would pass. Remov- 
ing 
the 
emergency 
clause 


would insure that the bill would 
not go into effect until it was 
approved in the 1970 general 
election if there was a success- 
ful campaign to refer the issue 
to the electorate. 


The three senators voting for 


the bill were Jim Caldwell of. 
Rogers, the sponsor and only 
Republican in the Senate, Dan 
T. Sprick of little Rock and Q.' 
Byrum Hurst of Hot Springs. 


Sprick said he supported the 


bill because 
he thought it 


would be referred to the people 
and "I'm not afraid of the will 
of the people." 


"This is. a good bill if we put 


it to the people," he said. "And 
I think we should put it to 
them." 


Sprick said he would donate 


to help pay the cost of a re- 
ferral petition campaign. 


Sens. W. D. Moore Jr. of El 


Dorado and Robert Harvey of 
Swifton argued that the tax 
hurt those people who were 
least able to pay and Harvey 
added that Rockefeller didn't 
have a program and didn't 
know where the money would 
be spent.

completed the nomination of 
former Foreign Minister Golda 
Meir to be Israel's next prime 
minister. Barring an unforeseen 
hitch, President Zalman Shazar 
will ask her no later than Mon- 
day to form a government. 


The Labor party's central 


committee voted 287-45 to en- 
dorse the Jewish nation's lead- 
ing woman politician as the suc- 
cessor to Prime Minister Lev! 
Eshkol, who died Feb. 26 of a 
heart attack. The opposition 
came mainly from backers of 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan, 
whose elevation to the prime 
ministry after the election is op- 
posed by Mrs. Meir. 


Mrs. 
Meir 
favors Deputy 


Prime Minister Ylgal AUonover 
Dayan. But political observers 
say she will need the popular 
Dayan to continue as defense 
minister to keep up public mo- 
rale. 


The one-eyed defense minister 


said earlier this week he would 
be willing to serve under Mrs, 
Meir U she was chosen by the 
party committee. 


Now 70, the former Milwau- 


kee schoolteacher will be Is- 
rael's fourth prime minister and 
probably Its last government 
chief from the generation of im- 
migrants who founded the Jew* 
ish nation. After her, the leader- 
ship is expected to pass on the 
native-born Sabras, like Allon 
and Dayan.

strategy against Israel. The edi- 
tor, Muhammed Hassanein Hei- 
kal, is a confidant of President 
Carnal Abdel Nasser and usual- 
ly reflects his views. Heikal said 
Israel has a "technological su- 
periority" which the Arab states 
must offset by launching a coor- 
dinated land and air assault 
against the Jewish state and 
then maintaining a protracted 
war for several weeks. 


Syria is a "main pillar" of the 


Arabs' eastern front, he said, 
and the internal affairs of that 
nation are therefore of interest 
to her Arab neighbors. Rival 
factions have been locked in a 
power struggle in Syria since 
Defense Minister Hafez Assad 
reportedly staged a bloodless 
coup last week. 


Heikal emphasized that the 


Arabs must take the Initiative If 
they are going to dislodge Israel, 
from the territories Jt occupied 
in the June 1967 war. He said Is- 
rael couldhold the east bank of 
the Suez Canal, the west bank of 
the Jordan River and Syria's 
Golan Heights for years if the 
Arabs permit the situation to 
"freeze."

The facility, too, spent the 
summer vacation in a six- 
week seminar during which 
major emphasis was placed 
on the communication as-- 
pects of d e a f n e s s . 
The 


N.I.T.D. staff m e m b e r s , 
however, advised the R.l.T. 
faculty not to do anything to 
aid deaf s t u d e n t s which 
would make their teaching 
less effective for those who 
could hear. 


As they 
approached, it 


was apparent that the dis- 
cussion was a silent one. 
These students were part of 
the pilot group of the Na- 
tional Technical Institute for 
the Deaf—an act passed by 
Con^res" in 1965 for the es- 
tabli.. 
of a co-educa- 


tional _;iiter at the college 
level for the deaf. R.l.T. was 
selected from among 50 uni- 
versities applying for par- 
ticipation. 


This new concept in teach- 


ing the deaf provides for in- 
tegration of hearing and to- 
tally deaf 
s t u d e n t s in 


classes, And, on a voluntary 
basis, even in the dorms. 


"The 
whole idea is to 


bring the deaf students into 
the mainstream so that they 
can 'hear1 people talk about 
what's going on," said Dr. 
D. Robert Frisina, director 
of the program. 


"Aside from their educa- 


tion, we don't realize how 


"In addition lo teaching 


deaf students," Frislna said, 
"the integrated class itself 
is an object of research. We 
hope to learn from this pilot 
group and i m p r o v e our 
methods as we live with the 
problems." 


A number of deaf students 


can be absorbed in the in- 
tegrated c l a s s e s provided 
certain support services are 
offered. These services are 
needed because of the rela- 
tive inability of the deaf to 
receive information readily. 


"They're differently orien- 


tated," the d i r e c t o r ex- 
plained. "They get their in- 
formation through the eyes. 
It's not a question of their 
not understanding. T h e y 
never get it in the first place 
TO understand." 


The normal 
manner in 


which classes are conducted 
is through the auditory sig- 
n a l — t h r o u g h speech. The 
basic continuity in learning 
comes through hearing. Vi- 
sion is used as a supplement. 


"For 
the deaf," Frisina 


said, "the continuity comes 
through visually and what- 
•eveFthiey get auditot;ally.;ia 
gravy." 


The integrated classes are 


literally 
eye-openers. 
You 


don't dare close your eyes or 
you won't see the fantastic 
thing that is taking place. 


The instructor conducted 


his course as though every 
student in the room could 
hear. There were rapid ex- 
changes between class and 
teacher. And at one side of 
the Instructor a young girl 
stood repealing with clear 
lip movements everything 
that was said and simulta- 
neously translating It into 
manual sign language. Both 
are necessary because many 
deaf people can only speech- 
read and have never learned 
the manual language. 


Because the deaf students 


must keep their eyes on the 
interpreter and the instruc- 
tor, 
hearing students take 


notes for them.

Many Openings for Women 
In Dental Hygiene Field 


By ERNIE HOOD

Dental hygienists can ex- 


pect excellent employment 
opportunities through all of 
the 1970s. 


There were approximately 


16,000 employed in 1966, but 
despite the continued rise in 
the 
number 
of 
graduates 


from dental hygiene schools, 
the demand is expected to be 
greater 
than the 
number 


available for employment in 
recent years. 


Practically all employed in 


this field are women, many 
of them working part time. 
While most are employed in 
private dental offices, others 


ences, dental sciences and 
liberal arts. These schools 
offer laboratory work, clini- 
cal experience and class- 
room instruction in such sub- 
jects as anatomy, chemis- 
try, 
histology, 
pathology, 


pharmacology and nutrition. 


The ability to work well 


with people and patience as 
well as 
manual dexterity 


and attentiveness to detail 
are essential. 


Dental hygienists work un- 


der supervision of a dentist. 
They clean teeth by remov- 
ing stains and calcium de- 
posits, polish teeth and mas- 
sage gums. While perform- 
ing this work (oral prophy- 
laxis) they also chart condi- 
tions of decay and disease 


also work in i n d u s t r i a l 
p l a n t s , clinics, hospitals, 
dental hygiene schools and 
as civilian employes of the 
armed forces. 


Mature women who wish 


to return to the field and 
those who want part-time po- 
sitions can expect to find 
good opportunities for em- 
ployment. 


Minimum requirement for 


admission to a school of den- 
tal hygiene is graduation 
from high school, but sev- 
eral schools admit students 
to the program only after 
they have completed two 
years of college. Most 
schools also require that stu- 
dents take aptitude tests. 


The curriculum at a school 


of dental hygiene consists of 
courses m 
Uup basic sci- 


for diagnosis by the dentist. 
They may also take and de- 
velop X rays, mix filling 
compounds, apply solutions 
to the teeth for control of 
dental d e c a y , admJnis'er 
prescribed medications, ster 
ilize instruments and act as 
chairside assistants to the 
dentists- They also provide 
dental health education, in- 
cluding techniques of mouth 
care and proper diet. 


D e n t a l hygienists must 


pass an examination to be 
l i c e n s e d by the state in 
which they wish to practice 
In all states except Alabama 
end Georgia, eligibility for a 
license is limited to gradu- 
ates of accredited dental hy- 
giene schools, of which there 
are about 60 in the nation. 


Increased employment op- 


portunities in the field are 
easy to understand in view 
of the expanding population 
and the growing awareness 
of the importance of regular 
dental care. Increasing in- 
terest in dental care pro- 
grams for children also will 
lead to more employment in 
school systems. Added par- 
ticipation in dental prepay- 
ment plans and more group 
practice among dentists also 
are other addej employment 
iactors. 


Earnings of dental hygi- 


enists are affected by the 
type of employer, education 
and experience of the indi- 
vidual hygienist and the sec- 
tion of the country where the 
job is located. Dental hygi- 
enists working 
in private 


dental offices 
are 
usually 


salaried employes, although 
some are paid a commission 
for work performed or a 
combination of salary and 
commission. 


Salaries of those employed 


full time in private offices 
averaged about $5,500 a year 
in 1965, according to a sur- 
vey by the American Dental 
Association The annual be- 
ginning salary for a hygien- 
ist employed by the federal 
g o v e r n m e n t was either 
14,776 or $5,331 in early 1967. 
depending 
upon education 


and experience. 


Dental h y g i e n i s t s em- 


ployed full time in private 
offices usually work between 
35 and 40 hours a week—and 
may work on Saturdays or 
during evening hours.

Laird Begins 
Assessment

have discussed what response 
the U.S. Command would make 
if the Viet Cong continued rock- 
et and mortar attacks on Saigon 
and other major cities. 


Laird warned on his arrival at

ed, an appropriate response will 
be made." 


Pressed by newsmen as to 


what such a response might be 
and if it might include resump- 
tion of the bombing of North 
Vietnam, Laird said that was 
not the time or place to go into 
details. 


The Viet Cong's spring offen- 


sive was in its 13th day today, 
and allied spokesmen reported 
30 military bases shelled during 
the night and a mortar attack 
on a provincial capital in the 
Central Highlands. Saigon was 
spared. U.S. and South Viet- 
namese troops reported 217 of 
the enemy killed in ground and 
air operations Thursday.

Presidenty Nguyen Cao Ky re- 
turned from the Paris peace 
talks and said he believes retali- 
ation for the enemy rocket at- 
tacks on Saigon would be "ap- 
propriate."

Opposition

action" on his tax program, de- 
signed to raise more than $90 
million in the next fiscal year, 
and has Indicated that the Gen- 
eral Assembly's failure to pass 
a sales tax Increase might be 
the single determining factor. 


The sales tax Increase would 


have raised almost $35 million, 
the largest revenue producer In 
the governor's tax package. A 
companion bill to give persons 
in the poverty classification a

won't be brought to a vote. 
That bill would siphon about 
$9.4 million of the revenue that 
would have been raised by the 
tax increase.

dispute over whether the mili- 
tary tries to indoctrinate civil- 
ians to influence U.S. policy Is 
growing in the debate on ratifi- 
cation of the nuclear non-prolif- 
eration treaty and approval of 
an antimissile system. 


The Senate Forelp Relations 


Committee now is adding to the 
official record of its nuclear 
treaty hearings excerpts from 
military officers' speeches at 
armed services' seminars on 
national security forcivillams. 


The excerpts, obtained by The 


Associated Press, Include com- 
ments on Jewish political Influ- 
ence on U.S. policy in the Mid- 
dle East, and the role of Ameri- 
ca as leader of the Western 
World. There also is criticism of 
Vietnam policy, the "extended 
childhood" of some continuing 
college "well Into their twen- 
ties" as contrasted with the ma- 
turity of others "epitomized by 
Vietnam returnees." And there 
are suggestions that part of the 
country's troubles stem from a 
failure of leaders to measure 
up. 


During the treaty hearings 


last month, Committee Chair- 
man J. W. Fulbrlght, D-Ark., 
complained to Secretary of De- 
fense Melvin Laird about mili- 
tary activities capable of in- 
fluencing public opinion and, 
thus, decisions on such issues as 
deployment of the Sentinel anti- 
missile system. 


He cited the controversial 


public relations program pro- 
posed by Lt. Gen. Alfred D. 
Starblrd to sell the Sentinel sys- 
tem as well as the Pentagon's 
national security seminars. 


The Sentinel question came up 


at an armed forces seminar now 
underway in Dallas. Col. Robert 
T, .Hof of the Air Force,7one of 
flve colonels assigned to lead 
the seminar, told the audience 
he believed the Sentinel system 
was a good plan and predicted 
that it eventually would be ap- 
proved by Congress. 


But if it isn't, he added, the 


nation "will be relying on other 
countries not to commit suicide 
by attacking the United States."

Schweickart today steered their 
fragile lunar module to a sue*

rendezvous with the 


Apollo 9 command ship and 
may have hastened an Ameri* 
can landing on the moon. 


As the two ships approached 


each other at 17,500 miles an 
hour after a separation of six 
hours, the astronauts were in 
good humor. 


"You're upside down again," 


McDivitt said as he looked at 
Air Force Col. David R. Scott in 
the command module. 


"Boy, you've got contraptions 


hanging out all over you," 
quipped Scott. He referred to 
lines and cables trailing behind 
the lunar module, or LEM, the 
result of engine firings during 
the tricky rendezvous. 


The dramatic space chase be- 


gan at 1-AQ a.m. EST when Air 
Force 
Col. McDivitt 
and 


Schweickart disengaged the lu- 
nar module from Apollo 9 after 
a brief hangup when the dock- 
ing mechanism didn't unlatch 
immediately. 


Expertly maneuvering their 


tiny craft, they flew to a posi- 
tion 113 miles behind the com- 
mand ship, now manned alone 
by Scott. 


Swapping radio and radar sig- 


nals with Scott, the LEM pilots 
began 
the pursuit, 
skillfully 


guiding their craft through the 
same maneuvers that two astro- 
nauts will have to make when 
they launch themselves off the 
moon. 


The two ships lost sight of one 


another for about 25 minutes 
near the maximum range.
